The more than four Inches of rala 
which began falling in Comanche conn* 
ty during Wednesday night and haa 
continued through the day Thunday 
Insure» a good season In the ground t e 
grain, and those who have been had* 
tating about sowing wheat this month 
need hesitate no longer. 
W ith aodi 
a fine season In the ground and ttie 
prospects for continued Increase of 
precipitation wheat may be sown up 
to December the tifteenth with the 
best prospects of a good yield. 
Oscar Callaway, who has l»een for 
many years one of the most SKtMi- 
live and successful wheat ralseia la 
this section said on Thursday that he 
cxioected to go right on eowtng wheat 
till Christmas if it took that bomg 
to get In the acreage he had pUmned. 
He re<*aned that in 1915, when he 
averaged well over twenty buahela on 
something like five hundred acres of 
wheat land, some of It was sown after 
Christmas. This was only about twen­ 
ty acres, and the yield waa lees than 
on the acreage sown in December, due 
In part to Inferior seed, but all tiiat 
he got in the ground before Janoary 
made a fhlrly equal yield.

999,999 INTEREST ON WAR DEBT 


The United States Government was 
advised on November 13 that. $50,* 
000.000 more of interest on her war 
debt would be paid on November 15. 
This i* the 
second payment 
from 
Grent Britian, the first payment of 
$50,000,000 having been made on Or* 
tola r 15. 
This $100,000,000 will l*e 
subject to adjustment when the Brit­ 
ish debt funding com m ission reaches 
this country a* the American debt 
commission is authorized to fund for 
eigti debts at 4 12 jmm* cent Interest, 
while at present the interest is run­ 
ning at 5 i»er cent. 
In addition to the interest payment 
on the war debt proper, (»rent Britian 
Is expected to pay $610,00(1 on Nov. 17» 
as interest incurred for tbe sale of 
sf’ver during the war, which i- ntrendy 
partially liquidated, there being about 
$61,000,000 yet to be iwiid on that ac­ 
count. 
Italy has also announced that she 
considers her war debt to the United 
HilDo# an honorable obligation to be 
met, but nt the same time the new 
Premier. Mussolini. 
Intimated 
that 
perhaps tbe United Sate* would change 
her attitude in the futur». He stated 
that in his viewpoint the subject of 
intomlliod dei»ts and reparations were 
inseparable.

UNIVER8ITY OF FLORIDA PRE­ 
SENTS NEW METHOD FOR EX­ 
TERMINATING BOLL WEEVIL 


NEWBLUG NEWS

A m*W moot hod for control of the 
boll weevil 
w h s unnounced on No­ 
vember 11 by Dr. Wllmon 
Newell, 
plant commissioner for the Htate plant 
iHiard and director of the University 
of Florida experiment station. 
The 
method consists of 
removal of all 
squares (brace» suspending he flowers) 
from cotton plant« at a time when 
virtually all cotton l«>ll weevils are 
out of their Winter quarter» In Flori­ 
da 
about June 3 and destruction of 
squares, followed Immediately by a 
thorough application of calcium ar-1 
«»•»ate or lead arsenate with »« suit­ 
able dusting machine. 
Dr. Newell termed the development 
a "solar plexus blow to the weevil 
and stated that fields which had under 
gone the treatment had produced vir­ 
tually us much cotton as !«*fore it« 
advent.” 
As before its advent, George 
D. 
Smith, an u««ociute entomologist work­ 
ing under the auspices of the state 
plant board, is given credit for evolv­ 
ing the new method of 
combatting 
the pest, whtlch has cost the planters 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 
The long known fact 
that 
the 
weevil can be poisoned effectively dur­ 
ing the period preceding the appeur- 
ance of the first squares played the 
leading part in Smith's work. 
Appli­ 
cation of poison at this time kill» 
virtually all weevils in the field, but 
weevils emerging later deposit 
eggs in the early squares, starting the 
aeusou'» infestation. After the square» 
develop the adult weevil is indifferent 
to poison and because the eggs and 
larvae are within the squares the 
poison has no effect upon them. 
By stripping the first squares eggs 
i and larvae deposited by the 
Over- 
Wintered weevils are removed, says 
{ the bulletin. 
This disposes of 
the 
weevil progeny, but a 
considerable 
number of adults 
weevils 
remuin. 
These, deprived of the squares 
in 
which to hide and upon which to 
feed, turn upon the terminal or grow­ 
ing hud of the plant for food. 
With 
the squares out of the way by strip­ 
ping. it is simple to literally fill the 
carefully assembled b.v ; terminal bud with poison from a dust 
which enables the club gun,

testa nt will be asked to write some 
additional remarks with regard to (1) 
how the composition came to 1>e writ­ 
ten; (2) the form 
of it, whether 
Opera. Oratorin. Folk song: (3) De­ 
scriptive of the composition: (4) the 
mood of it, whether iiappy, sad, etc. 
These remarks wil not be considered 
in grading nnlcss there should be a 
tie as between several contestants, a 
situation which he said often oecured, 
in Waco last year there having been 
one hnndred perfect papers.
